FOR AN ACT relating to the Uniform Commercial Code; to amend1

section 9-531, Uniform Commercial Code, Revised Statutes2

Cumulative Supplement, 2008; to transfer ownership of3

certain computer equipment from the Secretary of State4

to the county clerks as prescribed; and to repeal the5

original section.6

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,7
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Section 1. Section 9-531, Uniform Commercial Code,1

Revised Statutes Cumulative Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:2

9-531 Uniform Commercial Code Cash Fund; created; use;3

Secretary of State; transfer of computer equipment; duties; fees.4

(a) There is created the Uniform Commercial Code Cash5

Fund. Except as otherwise specifically provided, all funds received6

pursuant to this part and sections 52-1312, 52-1313, 52-1316, and7

52-1602, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska, shall be placed in8

the fund and used by the Secretary of State to carry out this9

part, sections 52-1301 to 52-1322, Reissue Revised Statutes of10

Nebraska, and sections 52-1601 to 52-1605, Reissue Revised Statutes11

of Nebraska, except that transfers from the Uniform Commercial Code12

Cash Fund to the General Fund and the Records Management Cash Fund13

may be made at the direction of the Legislature.14

(b)(1) The Secretary of State shall furnish transfer to15

each county clerk with ownership of the computer terminal hardware,16

including a the printer, which was previously furnished to each17

county clerk by the Secretary of State, and which is compatible18

with the centralized computer system implemented and maintained19

pursuant to section 9-529, and used for inquiries and searches20

of information in such centralized computer system. The transfer21

shall include all costs, fees, and service charges associated22

with ownership of the computer terminal hardware and printer.23

The computer terminals shall be readily and reasonably available24

and accessible to members of the public for such inquiries and25
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searches.1

(2) The fees charged by county clerks for inquiries and2

other services regarding information in the centralized computer3

system shall be the same as set forth for filing offices in this4

part.5
